Spcakine before the assembled 
dclugntcs to the Conference and 
tlic invited public, Mr. Pearson 
said that "RoodwlU Is contagious", 
and ' it cannot be imposed" upon 
people, nor should we offer aid 
with "cold war" strinRS attached. 

'1'hcse millions (underdevelop- 
ed)", ho said, "these hundreds of 
millions arc no longer voiceless 
and obedient to the traditions of 
the past. They have emerged from 
the sleep of jêenturics". In light 
of this and of ^'the'' tremendous 
population increase of the world 
we must seek some solution to 
the problem, 'the Leader of the 
Opposition pointed out. 

CAREFUL OF SPIRIT 

He went on to say that although 
aid is essential we must be care- 
ful nf the spirit in which It is 
given and we must make sure 
that the assistance will be prac- 
tical or wo will run the risk of 
. having ltiwa;ted. Kj.we make.the

NO CONFIRMATION 
While admitting that the U.S. 
State Department has refused to

The article went on to accuse 
editor Humphreys of substitut- 
ing his own opinions for those 
of the student body, and for 
acting as "self-appointed judge, 
jury and prosecutor" in which 
role he has allegedly "tried and 
condemned the Hungarian gov- 
ernment, basing the verdict on 
Mr. Sullivan's ciiarges which are

^ In recent weeks both the éditons of the Laval and U. 
of M. student newspapers have left their posts. In each 
case the editors departed knowing that they did not have 
the confidence of their respective student councils. 

Now thrit entirely new administrations have taken 
over Laval's Le CaraWn and Montreal's Le Quartier 
Latin it is most interesting to compare the views of the 
new editors on their predecessors actions. 

At Laval, it will be recalled, the editor was fired for 
publishing a controversial article. The new staff of Le 
Carabin under the temporary direction of Renaud, San- 
terre, secretary of Laval's student society (the'mbver of 
the resolution firing the old editor), put out its first 
issue a week ago today.

Then, 
in his^editorial he explained that thé student council of 
Laval was publisher of the paper. \/hen it named an 
editor he was acting as their agent, although it was said 
the council had no advance control over articled or opi- 
nions published. But it was their every right,, as pub- 
lisher, to remove the editor any time. they. did'hot agree
